ROK PAPERS COMMENT ON UPCOMING CHON-REAGAN TALKS 


8K241444 [Editorial Report] Major Seoul vernacular dailies have extensively 
commented on the upcoming ROK-U.S. summit, attributing great significance to 
the fact that U.S. President Reagan invited hie ROK counterpart, Chon Tu-hwan, 
eo soon after his inauguration. 


CHUNGANG ILBO, in @ page two editorial on 23 January, saye that the coming 
meeting indicates that “the Reagan administration recognizes the importance 

of the ROK as a U.S. ally and the dy ge position of the Korean Peninsula 
in terme of global otrategy.” paper goes on to add that the U.S. action 
recognizes the “legitimacy” of = Pitth Republic to be headed by Chon Tu-hwan. 


Following the same reasoning, CHOSON ILBO in an editorial on page two on the 
same day views the meeting as an indication of U.S. support extended to the 
Chon government and its policies which, it says, "will greatly contribute to 
the political etability and development in Korea." 


Noting that relations between the ROK and the United States soured somewhat 

in recent years over a series of issues euch as troop withdrawal, human rights 
and the "Koreagate" scandal, HANGUK ILBO, in an editorial on 23 January on 

page two, says “It is not too much to expect that inconveniences that marred 
the two countries’ relationship in the 1970's will be cleared away on the 
occasion of the summit.” The paper goes on to say: “There is no doubt that 
the summit will become an epochal milestone in resolving questions-——political, 
economic and security-related ones--which are pending between the two countries. 


In thie connection, SEOUL SINMUN, in a 23 January e* torial on page three, 
stresses the importance of the joint ROK-U.S. defense system, saying it will 
“prevent” North Korea from embarking on military adventures and will be the 
"most effective deterrent" against Soviet forces in the Par East. 


Citing Reagan's inaugural speech, TONG-A ILBO, in a 22 January editorial on 
page three, expresses the hope that the friendly relations between the two 
countries as “blood allies" will be further promoted. "To thie end," the 
paper says in conclusion, “it is important for the two governments to make 
efforts to understand each other." 


While welcoming the summit in its page two editorial on 22 January, KYONGHYANG 
SINMUN says: "For a fresh development in the relations between the two countries, 


it ie desirable for the ROK to maintain an independent and resolute stance and 
the United States to depart from its past stand of interference."

SEOUL PAPERS HIT NORTH'S REJECTION OF CHON PROPOSAL 





8K241344 [Editorial Report) Seoul vernacular dailies on 21 January extensively 
comment on the 19 January statement by North Korea's Kim 11 rejecting ROK 
President Chon Tu-hwan's proposal for mutual visite by the highest persons 

in authericy in the north and south. 


CHOSON ILIO in ite editorial on page two, charging that Kim Il's statement 
ie full of “unjust interferences in our internal affairs and whose logic 
repudiates even the existence of the Republic of Korea," says that “it is 
difficult to decide whether dialogue should even be sought with such a 
party.” In ite commentary on page three CHOSON ILBO says: “The North 
Korea attitude may be construed to be part of a scheme to drive our country 
into a predicament at the coming nonaligned conference and to propagandize 
the north's proposal for the establishment of the ‘Democratic Confederal 
Republic of Koryo’ [DCRK] as the only way to achieve peaceful unification." 
Noting that “the real problem is that it is impossible for the North Korean 
puppets to accept our 12 January proposal." The commentary explains that 
to North Korea the acceptance of the proposal would mean the opening up of 
North Korean society, the acceptance of the normalization of north-south 
relations and of the idea of peaceful coexistence." 


SEOUL SINMUN in its editorial on page two says: "We can clearly see the 
reason why the North Korean puppets have turned down our 12 January proposal. 
It would be very difficult for them to resume the north-south dialogue at a 
time when the Kim Il-song-Kim Chong-il nepotistic system has not yet been 
firmly established. Another reason why they find it impossible to accept the 
proposal is because they fear the establishment and growth of the spirit of 
detente on the Korean Peninsula which would threaten the existence of North 
Korea's war-oriented and barrack-style system." SEOUL SINMUN goes on to say 
that “the North Korean puppets continue their wanton d.Samation of the south 
in order to conceal their inner thoughts" and demand the withdrawal of the 
U.S. troops in order to endanger the security of the south. The same daily 
adds that “It is crystal clear that the North Korean puppets are not 
interested in the peaceful unification of the nation but seek only ‘the 
liberation of South Korea'--the communization of South Korea." 


HANGUK ILBO, in discussing the north's proposal for the DCRK, in its editorial 
on page two says: “It is certain that the North Korean puppets’ proposal for 








eatablishing the DORK ia not one that sincerely seeks the peaceful unification 
of the north and the south but one designed to be part of a propaganda scheme 
to mislead world public opinion, In actuality, the North Korean puppets are 
wtaging « false peace offensive through the active propagandizing of their 
proposal at the forthcoming nonaligned conference to be held in New Delhi 
atarting 4 February. Our 12 January proposal was « serious blow to their 
deceptive propaganda echemes. Moreover, by refusing our proposal, they are 
certain to become more isolated in the international community." 


KYONGHYANG SINMUN on page three in ite commentary says: “Our 12 January 
proposal ia actively eupported by 51 nations of the world. By refusing it, 
the North Korean puppets will suffer great embarrassment by publicly 
revealing to the world that they have no desire for peaceful unification." 


CHUNGANG ILLBO in ‘'« editorial on page two says “From the point of view of 

the North Korean puppets, north-south relations may be viewed as military 

and diplomatic competition. Since they have now turned down our 12 January 
proposal, we must exert even greater efforts to surpass them in this competition. 
We must further strengthen our defense capability and firmly arm ourselves 
spiritually by making people fully aware of the falsity of the North Korean 
puppets’ propaganda. In parcticuiar, their refusal of the proposal benefits 

us in the diplomatic competition." 


The afternoon daily TONG-A ILBO in its editorial on page three declares 
that "“miscalculations and falsehoods will not stand up before truth," and 
urges “the resumption of north-south dialogue in any form."

On January 22 the Bulgarian paper RABOTNICHESKO DELO and TRUD carried the 
content of the statement under the respective titles of "Statement Published" 
and "Statement of the Chairman of the Committee for the Peaceful Reunification 
of the Fatherland." 


The Bulgarian telegraph agency reported the gist of the statement on January 21. 
The PRENSA LATINA news agency of Cuba reported the gist of the statement under 


the title "DPRK Rejects Proposal of South Korean Side for ‘Mutual Visits of 
the Supreme Chiefs.'"

{Text} Im am article headlined "A Commentary in the Korean Newspaper NODOWG 
SINMUN Points Out That Chon Tu-hwen's Proposal Is To Cover Up His Two Koreas 
Plot,” the Chinese paper RENMIN RLAoO reported on 22 January as follows: 


The Korean newspaper NODONG SINMUN in a commentary on 21 January pointed 
out that South Korean ruler Chon Tu-hwan's recent proposal for mutual visits 
and dialogues between the persons in the highest authority of North and 
South Korea was only to cover up the true nature of his two Koreas plot. 


The commentary pointed out: As for the problem of contacts at the highest 
level between the north and the south, it was proposed already by the 
northern side at a meeting of the north-south coordinating committee held in 
Seoul in November 1972 and the northern side expressed, on many occasions 
since then, ite readiness to have contacts. However, Pak Chong-hui openly 
pursued a two Koreas policy while issuing the 23 June statement in 1973, thus 
resulting in rapture of dialogue between the north aid the south. 


The commentary said: It is illegal for Chon Tu-hwan to be in power in South 
Korea. After seizing power, Chon Tu-hwan suppressed people of various strata, 
committed the massacre in Kwangju, persecuted Kim Tae-chung, pursued fascist 

rule and obstructed the peaceful reunification of the country. Thus he committed 
numerous crimes. 


The commentary pointed out that the northern side cannot have a dialogue with 
such a man on the country's reunification. 


The commentary urged Chon Tu-hwan to release the detained South Korean demo- 
cratic figures, lift the ban on democratic parties, stop his scheme to fabricate 
two Koreas and make the U.S. forces withdraw from South Korea. 


The commentary pointed out: We believe that the question of the country's 
reunification should be solved through the methods of dialogue and negotiation 
by all means in conformity with the principles of independence, peaceful 
reunification and grand national unity and that the proposal for founding of 
the Democratic Confederal Republic of Koryo should be realized through such a 
process. 


The commentary expressed the intention of the northern side to sit down with all 
people who do not depend on foreign forces, do not pursue split and do not oppose 
communism to discuss the question of the country's reynification.

In the so-called “indictment” the military hooligans claimed that he “encouraged” 
the students movement in spring last year and “manipulated behind the scene" 

the Kwangju popular uprising and set up many “private organisations” for 
“subversive activities,” charging him with “plot of rebellion” and so on. 


The content of the “indictment” only revealed the ridiculous sight of the 
vretches driven into a hopeless bog. 


As everyone knows, Kim Tae-chung wae in prison or under house arrest for over 
? years after he had been kidnapped in Tokyo, Japan, in Auguet, 1973, and 
brought to Seoul. 


It wae not until he was reinstated at the end of Pebruary 


could begin his political activity but, the period from that time to the 
May 17 action of the fascist clique was no gore than two monthe and « half. 











The allegation that the man who had been kept from social life for a long period 
due to the outer of the fasciet clique eet up eo many “private organisations” 
and carried out “subversive activities” in the short period of wo monthe and a 


half after being freed from detention, is a foolish jargon which cannot convince

The intrigues of the Chon Tuehwan clique were exposed more glaringly in the 
course of the trial, 


The only “evidence” it brought forward to prove that Kim Tae~chung “manipulated 
behind the ecene” the Kwangju popular uprising wae that Kim Tee-chung had 
supplied “fund for the uprising” to the tune of 5 million won to Chong Tong-nyon, 
@ student of the Gonnam University in Rvangju, through Kim Sang-hyon, 
director of the “South Korean Political and Cultural Inetitute." This

bare ee « fraud by « new testimony of etudent Chong Tong-nyon.

Ae for Kim Tae-chung's link with "Wanmintong,” he only received several inter- 
national telephone calle from it consoling him and inquiring after hie health. 


The heinous color of the Chon Tu-hwan military hooligans as the plotters to 
destroy the democratic figure was revealed by the background against which 
the "indictment" was cooked up and the extraordinary epeed of the trial. 


The trial of Kim Tae-chung is so conspiratorial that the fascist clique dare 
mot make public the text of the court decision till today when they passed 
the final verdict at the “Supreme Court” after imposing the death sentence 
on him at the first and second hearings.

tion into the eastern and western seas as well as along the military demarcation 
line.

The January 20 issue of the Soviet paper PRAVDA in an article exposing the 
schemes of the Chon Tu-hwan gang to strengthen the fascist dictatorship said 
that the “planning agency for national security" made ite appearance to take 
the place of the South Korean "central intelligence agency" and the "planning 
agency" would undoubtedly do what the "CIA" did. 


Exposing the traitor Chon Tu-hwan's suppressive atrocities, the January 17 
iseve of IZVESTIYA pointed out that Chon Tu-hwan etarted his "presidential 
election" campaign with the expansion of the power of the South Korean "CIA" 
and change of its name to the "Planning Agency for National Security." 


A recent issue of the Bulgarian paper OTECHESTVEN FRONT in an article 
captioned "Liberalisation Under Muzzle of Automatic Rifle" pointed out that 
the way in which dictator Chon Tu-hwan climbed to the top of “power” was 

the drenching of the Kwangju popular uprising into a sea of blood and the 
wholesale arrest, imprisonment and harsh penalization of all political 
adversaries whom he considered to be a latent threst even in the least to the 
perpetuation of an anti-popular system. It noted that the course of 
liberalisation by the South Korean puppets was precisely the course of 
legalizing their suppression. 


A recent ibsue of the Bulgarian paper NARODNA MLADEZH in an article titled 
"South Korea With a Newly Painted Appearance” noted that the South Korean 
military fascist clique changed the signboard of the puppet central 
intelligence agency. 


A recent issue of the GDR paper NEVES DEUTSCHLAND laid bare the sanguinary 
suppression of the Kwangju popular uprising by the U.S. imperialists and the 
Chon Tu-hwan puppet clique.

The large-scale lenient measure, decided on in a cabinet session over the weekend 
under an inetruction from President Ghon Tu-hwan, will take effect upon the 
promulgation of a clemency decree with the approval of the legislative assembly 
thie week. 


We take special note of the timing of the ammesty for government officials which 
comes at « significant moment when the nation is about to start ite historic march 
toward « new society under the Fifth Republic, recalling that the firet similar 
one was taken 14 December 1963 on the occasion of the birth of the Third Republic. 


Such @ measure must be interpreted as evidence of the manifest wish of the new 
leadership tc provide opportunities to those public servants having committed 
irregularities in casual blunders to repent their wrongdoings and devote themeel ves 
to the construction of a democratic welfare state. 


We hope and expect officials who are relieved from disadvantages in their public 
careers will be aware of the true meaning of the lenient measure, and, at this 
particular juncture renew their firm resolve to render their best possible service 
to the people. 


it should aleo be noted that those ostracized under extensive anti-corruption 
drives in officialdom since 1 July last year willbe excluded from the projected 
special pardon. 


Thies ie another expression of 4 strong government intent to sustain the on-going 
clean-up drive until any remaining elements of wrong-practices in of ficialdos 
are eradicated.

desirable to try hard to nip any vulnerable elements in the bud than to impose 
harel puntehment for malpractices involving public servante afterwards. 


Since a majority of irregularities take place usually in the processing of civil 
affaire, 1¢ le recommendable that the cumbersome red tape involving numerous 
papers on civil affaire be curtailed to the maximum degree so that no room for an 
official to abuse hie official position will be left. 


In addition, the government is urged to streamline the administrative laws and 
regulations so ae to make them simpler and more convenient for the people, super- 
vieing a1) adminietrative dispositions to be implemented in a ewift and open manner 
on the baste of the pertinent regulations. 





To prevent corruption and misdoings among public servants, it ie not sufficient to 
rely merely on audit and inspection authorities. Strong checking forces from 
outside are needed by means of boletering free and vigorous activities of the 
parliament and mass media.

The countries may be relieved to find that Korea, which is sometimes referred to as 
the safety valve of peace and stability in Northeast Asia and the world, has become

They know very well what strategical importance Korea has and how strenuously the 
Soviet Union is pursuing ite inevitable expansionist policy. 


At home, many people believe that the lifting of the protracted martial lew will pro- 
vide another unique momentum to enhance national harmony and concord acrose the 
whole gamut of society. 


The measure is gratifying to the people all the more because it shortly follows 
the commutation by the government of sentences on Kim Tae-chung and 11 other dissi- 
dents. 


These twin conciliatory gestures are supposed to give the nation a chance to make 
a fresh start in all spheres of life.

Up to now, the government has allowed political activities needed to create new 
political parties, but political activities have been restricted in many ways. 


Strictly speaking, political activities have been fully resumed 456 days after mar- 
tial law was clamped on the nation. As a result, major political parties are like- 
ly to embark upon full-fledged campaigns for the impending series of elections. 


The removal of martial law, however, does not mean that the people are entitled to 
unlimited freedom and liberty. The fact ie that there are many factors which will 
make the lifting of martial law felt in all etrata of society on a gradual basis.

The safeguards include the new assembly and demonstration law, the 
basic press law and amendments to labor laws. All these lawe are designed to fore- 
atall punative sources of social unrest.

[Text] The removal of martial lew over the weekend was a highly welcome step which 
signified that the nation had regained normalcy after 15 months of an extraordinary 
situation brought on by the tragic death of the late President Pak Chong-hui. It 
clearly exhibite the confidence of the government led by President Chon Tu-hwan that 
social and political stability can now be maintained without the use of physical 
force. 


More important, in our view, ie ite political significance. The lifting of martial 
law to coincide with the official public notice on the dates of voting for the pre- 
sidential electoral college (11 Pebruary) and of the subsequent indirect balloting 
for the president (25 February) meant that President Chon faithfully fulfilled his 
promise to revoke the protracted extraordinary measure in order to guarantee «a 
free atmosphere for both the presidential and parliamentary elections, the latter 
expected in late March or early April. 


it ie aleo meaningful that the action came on the heele of President Chon's 
show of magnanimity in commuting the capital penalty on Kim Tae-chung and prison 
terme for Kim's political colleagues. This is all conducive to national concilia- 
tion end animation of the whole gamut of national life free from a martial law at- 
mosphere in preparation for the start of the promising fifth republic. 


But the removal of martial law should not be misconceived as allowing a return to 
the deplorable state of disorder and confusion which marked the period of several 
monthe following the Pak assassination. As President Chon emphasized, it does not 
mean that the need for stability hase diminished or vanished. 


On the contrary, we cannot in the least afford to sacrifice again the law and order 
which we have painstakingly brought beck to normal. We all remember, with bitter- 
nees, what ruinous consequences the Sabuk miners’ riot and the Kwangju civil rebel- 
lion last spring brought to the nation's life. The political and economic setbacks 
we suffered from instability were immeasurably costly. More than anything elee, 
the domestic crisis situation seriously imperiled the nation's security in the face 
of the ever-militant North Korean communists seeking every chance of conquering 
thie republic, by use of arms or by subversion. 








Under auch circumstances the tightening of martial law rule last May was unavoidable 
to eave the nation from internal collapse. It was aleo under martial law that the 
government was able to carry out a series of bold reforms including the cleanup of 
corrupt politicians and public servante ae well ae hoodlums and other social evils. 


Nevertheless, martial law ie not a desirable means to be often employed in a demo~ 
cracy. As we are about to enter into a new era of democratic order, we must not 
repeat the unfortunate situation that necessitated the imposition of martial law. 
Self-restraint and compromise, instead of an extremist struggle and conflict based 
on black-and-white-only argumente, are in order for smooth development of democracy 
and stable economic progress for our nation.

[Text] The determination of the political timetable for electing a new government 
under the recently adopted constitution last weekend has thrust the nation's 
emerging political parties and political aspirants into a flurry of muscle flexing 
to enter the forthcoming race. The government set the date of the presidential 
election for 25 February, preceded by the selection of presidential electors on 

Ll February. 


The official decision on the date to be put on public notice this weekend much 
advances the original schedule. Judging from this, as well as the earlier 
pronouncement by President Chon Tu-hwan in his new year policy statement, it may 

be safely guessed that the subsequent parliamentary elections will also be advanced 
to late March or early April. Formerly it had been broadly suggested that the two 
electoral events would be completed by the end of June. 


The fixing of the specific date for choosing the president, which is by far the 
most important institution in ovr r litical system, may have come in answer to 
growing popular hankering for stability and development under a leadership bolstered 
by o fresh mandate from the people. 


In the course of the disruptive partisan polemics and conflicts last year uncertainty 
about the political schedule of transition was a main point at issue. By now 

proper steps have been taken to clear up any lingering misgivings about the 

progress of political development step by step. 


It is natural and the administration has so promised, that martial law will be 
Lifted prior to picking the Electoral College to see to it that the election is 

to be held in a most free and fair atmosphere. In this connection, all contestants 
in the forthcoming race to power must bear in mind the simple imperative that real 
freedom would not be assured without effective enforcement of law and order. 


Martial law was introduced to deal with the wild and violent political disturbances 
in the name of liberalization which followed the death of President Pak Chong-hui. 
Ite absence might have led this country to the brink of total collapse. Repeal 

of the extraordinary measure now should never be mistaken by some office seekers, 
social activists and partisans to be a signal for relapsing into the bad old 
confusion and turbulence. 
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Martial law or not, the coming electoral processes ought to be managed and completed 
in a most orderly, honest, clean and disciplined manner. Abiding by the pertinent 
election lawa which are quite specific and strict about irregularities will be 
sufficient to make the next election an exemplary one. 


The arrangement to choose the chief executive indirectly through the intermediary 
of an electoral college is a new experience for Korea. Efforts must be made to 
maximize the merits and advantages of the indirect system. One of these is thought 
to be a dampening effect on unproductive and often destructive campaign fever 
resulting from personal clashes of presidential candidates. We can benefit 

greatly from it. 


The ultimate guarantee of fair play in elections and politics is afforded by the 
integrity of the voting public who should refuse to be swayed by money, favors, 
influence peddling or nepotism.

It was all to the good--to the convicts to benefit directly from the mitigation of 
penalty, to the concerned and skeptical watchers abroad of the Korean scene and, 
above all to the nation that is ready and determined to close its ranks, bringing 
former political and social infidele and deviants back to the fold. 


A series of steps taken by the government to remit verdicts on those involved in 

the Kim Tae-chung case is considered to reflect the high degree of domestic cohesive- 
ness and stability achieved thus far. They also came as positive proof of the go- 
vernment's preparedness to broaden the base of national rapport and solidarity in 

the wake of the ruinous political free for alle and disturbances last year. 


The country today stands at the threshold of a new era to come with the advent of 
the fifth republic. It is about time for all to turn over a new leaf. Ugly legacies 
of the dark past must be cleared before we usher in a new historical epoch. Wo 
doubt, the case of Kim was foremost among then. 


As government spokesman Yi Kwang-pyo noted, the Kim affair was a sad commentary on 
the old etyle of political performance marked by extremism and confrontation. It 
was a product of anomaly and deception of a period when violence and confusion were 
to be indulged in under the disguise of liberalization and democracy. Such an un- 
desir: ble episode had better be gone for good. 
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Kim Tae-chung rightly admitted and apologized for his past mistake and petitioned 
for generosity in repentance for his endangering national security. To thie Presi- 
dent Cnon responded favorably in a quick show of magnanimity in disregard of the 
grave and perilous nature of his previous crime and ideology. It is an act that 
would put an end to the bygone days of discord and conflict. 


There have been some misrepresentations and miswnderstandings of the Kim affair in 
some “liberal” quarters in foreign countries. Those ignorant skeptics read too much 
negative political implications into what basically was a criminal and un-Korean 
poine at legal issue. No room remains for them to further dispute the reasonably 
settled question. Moreover, our friends and observers overseas should now know bet~- 
ter than taking the pulee of Korea out of ite defense and survival context. 


A priceless, though painful, lesson is drawn from the Kim affair. Reckless and 


radical activiem in the name of politics could prove disastrous not only for those 
directly involved but also for the whole nation and people.

PUBLIC HEARINGS PLANNED ON EDUCATION CONTROVERSIES

[Excerpts] The Education Ministry plane to hold public hearings next month to seek 
waye of settling the controversies arising from the resulte of the university en- 
trance examination thie year, in which leading universities failed to meet their 
enrollment quotas. 


Ministry officiale were racking their brains with presidents and faculty members 
from major universities in Seoul yesterday over available ways to settle the problen, 
which was unprecedented in the modern history of the nation. 


Ministry officials confirmed that of the total 60 universities and colleges across 
the country, 28 schoole had their final applicante fall short by 3,398 persons of 
their total enrollment of 158,447. 


They eaid the ministry had also decided to give a free hand to the school authori- 
ties on the matter of making up for the vacancies in some departments with applicants 
to be dropped fromother departments with severe competition as a means to alleviate 
the plight of the schools. 


Kim Chong-pin, director of the mindatry's college education bureau, said the deci- 
sion came as a result of his meeting with the presidents and deans of academic af- 
faire of the schoole including Seoul National, Korea, Yonsei and Sogang wiversities. 


Under the decision, most schools short of enrollment are expected to fill their va- 
cancies with those destined to be dropped from other departments with excessive ap- 
plicants, Kim said. However, such schools as SNU, Korea and Yonsei wiversities, 

a majority of whose departments are short of enrollment, can hardly fill the short- 
age with those from among the applicants to other departments. 


Kim further made it clear that there would be no change in the ministry's earlier 
decision not to allow the schools to recruit additional students during this year. 


The graduation quota system will be implemented with the current level of students, 
considering the number of students in shortage as already being eliminated, Kim said. 
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The guideline for granting scholarships which national and private schools are re~- 
quired to give within the respective framework of 30 and 20 percent of their total 
enrollments, will be tmplemented on the basis of actual numbers of admitted etudente, 
he eaid. 


Meanwhile, hot criticiem arose among applicants and school authorities yesterday 
againet what they called the "short-sightedness" of the Education Ministry in estab- 
lishing the nation's educational policies. 


According to school sources, the situation of enrollment shortage is so serious that 
ic ie highly doubtful whether the graduation quota system can be implemented as 
acheduled because it would be difficult for schools to carry out normal operation. 


Severe aftermaths and shock waves are expected to continu for quite a long time the 
sources said, because there should be a comprehensive reexamination of the new col - 
lege entrance syetem itself. 


They said the odd situation could be attributed primarily to the Education Ministry, 
which allowed multiple applications and revealing of detailed data on point distri- 
butions among applicants to each department. 


The trend among colleges and universities of moving into the earlier group with only 
a handful of colleges remaining in the later group at the onset of the entrance 
season could also be pointed out as a major reason for the situation, they said, 


The ministry's decision to all low gultiple applications was a part of lenient mea- 
sures for what it called the convenience of applicants themselves having first en- 
trance exams under the new system. 


Ac firet, it had instructed all high schoole to limit the number of academic depart- 
ments they would apply to not to exceed more than two in expectation of confusion, 
but the instruction could not be enforced in the face of strong demands of appli- 
cante and their parents.

Thie is prescribed in an enforcement decree to the newly~-enacted press 
law, which was endorsed in a regular cabinet session in the capitol conference room 
yesterday. They should also submit to the culture-information minister copies of 
the public notifications and balance sheets 15 daye from the date of announcement of 
the assets. The decree also prescribes provisions on the operation of the “broad- 
casting committe," “press coordination committee," and reportorial activities by 
newspapers and broadcasting companies. According to the decree, broadcasting com- 
panies should give more than 10 percent of total broadcasting hours to making news 
reports and analyses.

[Text] The release of the American hostages by Iran relieves the entire world, as 
much as the two countries involved, of a big source of trouble. The forcible deten- 
tion of 52 American diplomats by citizens of their host country for over 14 months 
was perhaps the most damaging foreign-policy development in a long time for the 
United States, or specifically for the Carter Administration which has just ended 
ite life. Furthermore, it was a trial unprecedented in diplomatic history. 


The sensitive etrategic position of the Middle East in general and Iran in particular 
in che face of eroding East-West detente aggravated all the more global worry over 
the hostage issue. The complicated picture surrounding the unfortunate incident 
amplified the meaning of the successful negotiations between the United States and 
Iran through the good offices of Algeria. 


In fact, neither of the two countries would have gained anything substantial by pro- 
tracting the trial any longer. For all its superpower force, the United States had 
few options to take except diplomatic and economic sanctions. This became certain 
after the failure of a rescue attempt in the form of a commando raid. As for Iran, 
it would have had to suffer continued diplomatic and economic ostracism which would 
have adversely affected its Islamic revolution and its war with Iraq. 


Tehran dropped its demand that the United states apologize to Iran for the "wrongs" 
it allegedly committed against the Mideast country in the past. The four complex 
demands Tehran came up with, instead, provided a basis for give-and-take negotia- 
tions. The lranien overtures were apparently timed to coincide with the U.S. Presi- 
dential election. 


In hindsight, this timing was conducive to ending the hostage impasse. The Iranian 
leadership might have thought--with good grounds~-that Carter was eager to win the 
hostages’ release in order to win more votes in the presidential election. On the 
other hand, Ronald Reagan's position, first as presidential candidate and later as 
president-elect, that Iran would be "foolish" to wait--for his inauguration--mi ght 
have helped to expedite progress in the negotiations. 
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The war with Iraq has been draining Iran's finances since it diverted much of ite oil 
production to ite own domestic needs, What is more, a number of Arabic countries 
have rallied behind Iraq in ite war with Iran. Under theese difficult circumstances 
lran had only to gain through an early end to the hostage drama. 


Now that the nightmarish incident ie over, the pressing need is for the two countries 
to heal their wounds as soon as possible and for others to normalize relations and 
intercourse with the Mideast country. Toward thie end, terroriem must be ruled out 
once and for all as a political weapon. This principle, in fact, ie one of those 
which have to be honored by collective efforts throughout the world, 


In apite of the hostage problem, Iran and the United States seem to have no fundamen- 
tal enmity to keep them apart. 


Ae Carter said while in the White House, the real threat to Iran ie rather to the 
north, Maintenance of a relationship based on mutual respect and reciprocity between 
Iran and the United States will be in the interests of not only the two but the rest 
of the free world as well in light of the strategic weight of the Gulf area. 


The settlement of the hostage issue cheers us Koreans as much as any others since 
one of the two countries involved is our ally and the other is a growing partner of 
our in economic cooperation. Promotion of ties with them ie our unchanging objective.

NEW ROK ENVOY DISCUSSES ASSIGNMENT TO UK

[Text] "Since the signing of a bilateral treaty on amity and commerce a century 
ago, the United Kingdom has been one of Korea'y closest European allies. And in 
recent years, the considerable expansion of the Korean-British trade has added new 
dimension to the Anglo-Korean relationship," says the new Korean ambassador to Lon- 
don. 


In an interview yesterday with THE KOREA HERALD in his office at the Institute of 
Foreign Affaire and National Security where he has served as ite chancellor for the 
past three years, Dr Kang Yong~-yun said the Anglo-Korean relationship has entered 
into a mature partnership as evidenced by its two-way trade volume totaling $1,000 
million. 


“My job as ambassador will be to further promote and strengthen the existing close 
ties between the two nations in all areas," Kang said of his first mission as am- 
baseador. 


A former army general and U.S.-educated political scientists, Kang spoke of London's 
traditional foreign policy dating back to the days of Pax Britannica. 


“Britain is one of the few countries in the world with experience in the formulation 
of global policy. Thus the British foreign policy is balanced and prudent and it 
never loses a sense of proportion. And it is in this context that the United King- 
dom deale with Korea," Kang said. 


He went on, “Britain plays an indispensable role for the peace and stability for the 
entire Europe. Likewise, it also perceives Northeast Asia including the Korean Penin- 
sula as indispensable for world peace." 


Noting that there are 42 Commonwealth member nations around the world which still 
maintain close relations with the United Kingdom, both politically and economically, 
Kang suggested that Britain could also play the role of a go-between in Seoul's 
endeavor to strengthen its relations with its former colonies. 
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Furthermore, he said, Britain could play the role of intermediary in Korea's efforts 
to expand ite trade with East European nations. 


On bilateral trade and economic cooperation, an important aspect of the Anglo- 
Korean relations today, Kang noted the United Kingdom ia the second largest European 
trade partner for this country next to West Germany and said the prospects for con- 
tinuing increase in Anglo-Korean trade are excellent. 


"Bricain ie well aware of the economic potential of this country. And the areas for 
Anglo~Korean economic cooperation also include the creation and operation of joint 
ventures with Britain providing sophisticated technology." 


The 58-year-old scholarly diplomat underscored the need for brisk cultural exchanges 
ae an integral part of Anglo-Korean relations and said a big celebration with the 
display of British royal pomp and pageantry will take place in Seoul this April to 
mark the centennial of the arrival in Korea of first British emissaries in 1881. 


Asked to comment on how the Institute of Foreign Affaire and National Security should 
be run in the future, Kang, ite former chancellor said it is high time for Korea to 
retrain ite mid-career diplomats and disclosed the institute, which has been so far 
dedicated to the training of junior diplomats only, is planning programs to that end. 


The inetitute, which is under the umbrella of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, is 
also in charge of helping formulating Korea's mid- and long-term foreign policy. 


Kang, who had retired from the army as a lieutenant general in 1961, obtained a Phd 
in political science at the University of Southern California in hie forties, a rare 
example of disciplined scholarship. 


After his studies, he served as director of the Research Institute on Korean Affairs 
in Silver Springs, Maryland and was the dean of the graduate school of the Hankuk 
University of Foreign Studies in Seoul before being appointed chancellor the in- 
stitute. 


It is the second foreign service for Kang, who served as a military attache at the 
Korean Embassy in Washington during the Korean War. 


Ambassador Kang, who combines scholarship with military valor, the two virtues re- 
quired of traditional Korean noblemen, is the man who can meet the classic standards 
of an English gentleman. 


The new ambassador to London, who attended an annual meeting of Korean ambassadors 
in Seoul, will leave for his new post at the end of tuis moath.

ROK, MAURITANIA SIGN FISHING ACCORD

{[Text] A government-level fishery agreement between Korea and Mauritania was signed 
yesterday at the National Fisheries Administration (NFA), thus opening a wider avenue 
for Korean deep-sea fishing vessele to advance to the African coast. 


Under the bilateral pact, the African country allowed a total 35 Korean fishing ves- 
sele to launch operation in ite 200-mile economic sea zone. 


Along with this, both parties agreed that Korea will be accorded the most~-favored- 
nation treatment in fishing operations, the NFA officials said. 


At the Seoul meeting, Korea was represented by three delegates led by Kim Chong-su, 
administratorof the NFA, while a three-member Mauritanian delegation was headed by 
Soumare Oumar, minister of fisheries and maritime economy. 


Minister Oumar flew into Seoul last Friday for an eight-day visit to Korea at the 
invitation of Administrator Kim. 


The invitation was made as part of the NFA's current effort to expedite the over- 
seas advancement of the nation's deep-sea fishery industry. 


Last year, Administrator Kim made an official visit to Mauritania and met Mauritan- 
ian President Hai Dalla to further intensify the friendly relationship between the 
two, especially in the field of fishing industry. 


The agreement also stipulates that the Korean side will dispatch three fishing ex- 
perts to Maruitania on five-year duty to extend up-to-date fishing technology there. 


Under the new accord, the Korean Government will also invite 10 Mauritanian fishing 
personnel every year to undergo an intensive five-year fishing training course on 
Korean expenses. 


The agreement between two countries will surely make a great contribution to the 


development of both countries’ fishing industries and expanding bilateral fishery 
cooperation between the two countries, the NFA officials emphasized. 
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Waters off Mauritania are the third biggest trawler fishing ground, with almost un- 
limited fishing stocks such as mullet, perch and octopus. 


Korea and Mauritania established official diplomatic relations 19 November 1978, 


During his stay here, Minieter Oumar has met with Nam Tok-u, prime minister, Sin 
Pyong-hyun, deputy prime minister, No Sing-yong, minister of foreign affairs, Chong 
Chong-Taek, minister of agriculture and fisheries, on each different occasion. 


He also made an inepection tour to such cities as Pusan and Ulean to have his firset- 
hand observation of che fishing facilities of the nation.

[Text] Pyongyang, 29 Jan (KCNA)--The living standards of our people have now at- 
tained a very high level thanks to the correct policy and wise guidance of the Work- 
ere Party of Korea. 


The per capita national income reached 1,920 dollars already in 1979. 


In the ten years from the fifth congress of the WPK to its sixth congress, the real 
income of the factory and office workers grew 2.2 times and that of the farmers 2.3 
times. 


The WPK which takes it as the supreme principle governing ite activity to constantly 
improve the peoples living has enforced various popular policies to systematically 
enhance the materia! and cultural standards of the people. 


[In our country all the people who have reached the working age are provided with 
jobs by the estate in accordance with their ability and talents. The proportion of 
people engaged in employment among those who have reached the working age is nearly 
90 per cent. This means that almost all the people of the working age, except those 
who have lost ability of work and the students of the higher specialised schools, 
colleges and universities, are working in our country. 


The working people are benefited by the labour protection system, paid leave and 
accommodation at health resorts and holiday homes; 77-day maternity leave is given 
to the female working people and mothers with three and more babies work for six 
hours a day, while receiving the living allowances for 8 hours of work. 


The living of those who have lost ability of work because of old age or sickness, 
supportless old people and orphans is insured by the state on its responsibility. 


More than 8.6 million children and students are growing up and studying at state and 
public expense. 


The additional benefits accorded to the working people through various popular poli- 
cies are greater than the distribution given to them according to work done by then. 
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Measures have been taken in succession to systematically increase the living al- 
lowancea of the working people and cut the prices of manufactured goode. 


In 1970 alone, the living allowances of all the factory workers, techalcians and 
office workers were raised by an average of 31.5 per cent. Thie wee followed by the 
raise of the living allowances of the factory and office workers in various domains 
of the national economy, such as the mining, engineering and building wateriale in- 
duatries and transport, by 10-24 per cent. 


In 1974 the prices of manufactured goode of more than 21,800 kinds including tex- 
tiles, knitted goods, footwear and daily necessities were cut by 30 per cent on an 
average, 50 per cent at maximum. 


The state buys rice from farmers at 60 chon per kilogram end oupplies it to the 
factory and office workers at 8 chon. 


The party has taken a series of measures to diminish the differences between the work- 
ere and farmers in the living standards and between the urban and rural dwellers in 
the living conditions. The tots! amount of state assistance to the countryside for 
the development of the rural economy and the betterment of the farmers lives reached 
4,330 million won during the six-year plan period. As a result, the living standards 
of the farmere surpassed those of the well-to-do middle peasants of the past. Dur- 
ing this period the state built 472,000 modern houses in the countryside to provide 
them to the farmers free of charge. Water has been laid on in the rural villages,

COAL PRODUCTION INCREASES AT ANJU MINES

high caloric coal production base of the country, lifted the coal output 30 percent 
in the recent period over the corresponding period towards the end of last year. 


An energetic drive to excavate 40,000, 60,000 or 100,000 tons per month at each 
cutting face is under way at the coal mines of the complex. 


The daily coal output at the Samchonpo Coal Mine at present is double that last 
year. 


The Taehyang pit of the Taehyang Coal Mine has increased the tunnelling speed at 
each cutting face 3 or 4 times by operating the tunnelling combine, loading machine 
and medium and long distance belt conveyers at full capacity.

Various pits have been reconstructed and expanded and new pits developed. A big 
progress has been made notably in the comprehensive mechanization of the pit work.
